Master of Fishing Boat 
Discovers Dead Pilot in 
Balloon Basket 


Tied Self to Side and Then 
Cut Loose From Bag; No 
Trace of Null 


PORT STANLEY (Ont.) July 9. 
Lake Erie today yielded the body 
of Leut. I. J. Roth, pilot of the 
ill-fated United States Navy bal- 


loon A-6698. Strapped to the 
bgsket of ths balloon, and clad 
only in his underwear around 


which had been tied a life preserv- 
er, Roth's body was found in the 
basket this morning fourteen miles 
off here, by Capt. George Wilson, 
master of a fishing boat. 

Apparently caught in the ter- 
rific storm of last Thursday night. 
Lieut. Roth took the precaution to 
strap himeelf to the side of the 
basket after divesting himself of 
his clothing and then cut the bas- 
ket loose from the big bag, trust 
ing to the buoyancy with which 
the basket was equipped to keep it 
afloat. 


DIED OF EXPOSURE 


How long the basket was buf- 
feted about the lake after the bag 
was cut loose, could not be con- 
jJectured, but the condition of Lieut. 
Roth's body indicated that he died 
of exposure. His head and shouw!l- 
ders were hanging over the edge 
of the basket. Identification of the 
body as that of Roth was estab- 
lished by the stencilled initials 
“Ss. LI. R.“ on the underwear. 

Although airplanes from Self- 
ridge Field, fiying beats from 
Cleveland and Detroit. a revenue 
cutter and various other swift- 
moving craft had searched the 
lake for nearly three days without 
success, it remained for a small 
fishing craft to find the missing 
basket and its cargo. 

Capt. Wilson took his small fish- 
ing bost out this morning to make 
his customary trip te his nets and 
sighted the basket swaying in the 
weves, fourteen miles out. He 
immediately put @ line te the bas- 
ket and towed it into . here. 

The basket contained nothing to 
give an inkling of when misfortune 
overtook the two seronaute. 

The basket, together with the 
bag of the navy balloon, the lat- 
ter recovered late Saturday, are 
being held here pending advices 
from the Naval Air Service at 
Washington.

WILL TRY LONG 
AIR TRIP AGAIN 


Maughan Not Discouraged by 
Forced Landing 


Dawn-to-Dusk Flyer to Start 
Again in Week 


Plans Coast-to-Coast Trip in 
Sixteen Hours

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.) July 9.— 
Dauntless and smiling, Lieut. Rus- 
sell L. Maughan, Army aviator who 
was forced to abandon his dawn 
to dusk, New Yerk to San Fran- 
cisco flight near St. Joseph today, 
declared tonight another fight 
would be attempted within a week. 

Lieut. Maughan will fly back to 
New York Wednesday or Thurs- 
day, he said, in his Curtiss pursuit 
plane, which broke down at Ave 
nue City, about nine miles north- 
east of St. Joseph. 

The plane is undergoing repairs 
and Maughan expressed belief it 
would be in condition to use by 
tomorrow night. A clog in the 
gas line of his engine caused 
Maughan's first trouble, he said. 
He was within five minutes flight 


of the St. Joseph Municipal Air 
Field, fifteen miles away, when 
his engine died. Maughan landed 
in a pasture, but in making a sharp 
turn to avoid stri a cow, two 
of the steel tubes of the landing 
gear gave way. 


NEW PARTS NOT NEEDED 


No extra parts will be needed, 
Maughan's two mechanics who had 
been in St. Joseph four days await- 
ing his coming, declared after they 
raced in a motor car from the air 
field to the suburban town. A 
welding machine was taken from 
St. Joseph this afternoon and re- 
pairs will be made in the pasture. 

“Am I discouraged? I should 
say I am not.“ declared Maughan 
as he gulped food and milk forced 
on him by his mechanic. 

“I'm the luckiest man in the 
world. Why should I be down- 
hearted? Could any aviator be 
luckier than I. Here I have an 
engine go dead above a pasture. 
Suppose it had gone dead in that 
fog early this morning above the 
Aliegheny Mountains. I wouldn't 
be here to tell fou about it.” 

Lieut. Maughan estimated he 
mad approximately 1330 miles in 
nine hours. Late today, walkin 
the streets of St. Joseph, he dia 
not show as tnuch fatigue as most 
motorists exhibit when they have 
driven a motor car twenty-five 
miles. 

LOST IN FOG 

Maughan said that he was abso- 
lutely lost in u fog for 250 miles. 
He feared he would swerve from 
his route, but hated to lose any 
time by slowing down. He made 
several attempts to go above or 
around the fog, but it seemed te 
envelope him completely. 

Lieut. Maughan hopped off at 
Mitchell Field, New York, at 3:58 
a.m. eastern standard time today 
on the first leg of his fight. The 
first stop was made at McCook 
Field, Dayton, O. 

Three hours and twenty minutes 
was the time set for the journey 
from the second stop at St. Joseph 
Mo., to Cheyenne, 630 miles away.

TREATY ACTION 


Official Washington Pleased 
| by French Stand 


Four-Power Pact Acceptance 
Impels Optimism 


Some Regret Expressed Over 
Delay on Others 


(er A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July ?.—<Action 
of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties in voting ratification today of 
the Four-Power Pacific Treaty, cou- 
pled with the favorable vote last 
week on the naval pact, caused 
Gratification in metal circles here 
today, although some regret was 
evidenced at the forecast that the 
three other Washington treaties 
would not be put through at once. 

The five treaties negotiated at 
the Arms Conference are independ- 
ent documents, but to a certain de- 
gree they were designed to supple- 
ment each other and to extend the 
effectiveness of the general plan 
contemplated by the conference 
for removing probable causes of 
war. Although there will be no 
barrier to putting into effect the 
naval teaty and the Pacific pact, 
even though such ratification of 
the other treaties ia delayed, the 
result of that delay may be to de- 
velop a somewhat peculiar situa- 
tion. 
| CHINESE TREATIES 

The Chinese treaties, one deal- 
ing with customs matters in China, 
and the other with political ques- 
tions, there were worked out as @ 
very vital element in the progec 
of assuring peace in the Facies it 
was through these pacts that the 
conference delegates hoped to fron 
out causes of international] friction 
in China and to make less likely 
clashes of interest in the Far East 
that might lead to war. 

This aspect of the situation is 
regarded as of importance just at 
this time in view of the disturbed 
conditions in China, where the 
power of the central government 
has been greatly weakened and the 
bandit outrages have become nu- 
merous. It is felt that proclama- 
tion of the Washington treaties 
might have had some effect toward 
stabilizing the situation. 

CAUSE OF REGRET 

For a somewhat different rea- 
gon the delay over the submarine 
and gas Warfare treaty is a cause 
of regret to officials here. It had 
been hoped at the time of * the 
Washington conference that the 
doctrines laid down in that treaty 
as binding upon the signatories 
could be extended without delay to 
all other nations, adding a new 
chapter to international law. That 
world program cannot go forward, 
however, until the treaty hag been 
ratified. 

The submarine provisions of the 
treaty probably ere of greater im- 
portance to Great Britain than to 
the other signatories, because of 
ber geographical situation. It is 
to be recalled that the British dec- 
larations at the conference, sought 
to outlaw submarines entirely. The 
Root resolutiong embodied in the 
submarine and gag warfare treaty 
were written for the purpose of 
finding a compromise ground in 
which naval opinion of all the pow- 
ers could combine. 


COMMENT WITHHELD 

In the absence of the text of the 
French government's proposed res- 
ervation to the submarine clauses, 
officials here are unwilling to com. 
ment on the probable effect. There 
has been some disposition among 
government experts to view the 
French proposal as reported in 
press dispatches as constituting a 
rather sharon Umitation upon that 
section of the treaty which sets out 
an agreement that submarines may 
not be used as commerce destroy. 


ers. 

Admittedly, however, the ques- 
tion ts one more vitally affecting 
Briti h than American interests, 
and it is to be assumed that the 
British fully understand what has 
been suggested by the Parig gov- 
ernment. So far as known here, no 
question has yete been raised from 
British sources ae to the intent or 
effect of the French reservation.

Out of more than 200 wells ac- 
tually producing in the Signal Hill 
field, not more than forty are now 
on the pump, it was revealed here 
today, following a careful check up 
of the field. The majority of the 
pumpers, it is said, are wells which 
formerly flowed freely but are now 
being pumped pending d 

In the Lovelady pool and other 
sections of the south side, however, 
even new wells sunk to great 
depths have found a lack of gas 
pressure and have started produc- 
tion on the pump. 

As a general rule, however, deep- 
ening has given a new lease on life 
to the majority of the wells on the 
main part of the oll structure. 
Two typical examples of this fact 
are found in the Petroleum Mid- 
ways Robinson No. 1 and the Shell 
Company's Andrews. These two, 
operators point out. answer the 
pessimists who point to pumping 
wells as an indication that the lo- 
cal fleld is running out in spots. 

The Robinson well, after 
ing 500,000 barrels of oll in a year, 
is now on the pump from the old 
3300-foot level, while other wells 
on the same lease are producing 
heavily from the §200-foot *. 
The Andrews wells, Nos. 1 3, 
are on the pump from the shallow- 
er levels, while Andrews No. 3, ad- 
jacent thereto, is making 6000 bar- 
rels from the 6063-foot level, 

Oll men say that the Robinson 
and the two Andrews wells have 
exhausted the big supply at the 
levels to which they were drilled 
and that deepening to the 5000. 
foot level, or deeper, would bring a 
yield of oll from the deeper sands. 
This idea has been borne out re- 
peatedly by other oil companies 
who have killed comparatively 
shallow-depth wells and have 
struck big production by going 
down to the deeper levels. 7 


Program Is Successful 

Eight wells brought tn during 
the past week with production fig- 
ures varying from 60 to 6000 dar- 
rels daily indicate the rapidity with 
which the Union O Company is 
completing its extensive develop- 
ment campaign. The company has 
forty-five wells drilling at depths of 
more than 4000 feet. 

The largest of the wells brought 
in last week by the Union are lo- 
cated on the Bell lease at Santa Fe 
Springs. Bell No. 13 brought a 
dally flow of 3500 barrels of 34.1 
gravity oi] from a depth of 4490 
foet, while its companion, Bell No. 
12, came in with a flow of 6000 
barrels from depth of 
4730 feet. 


Copeland No. 3. in the Hunting- 
ton Beach field, was put on 
duction with a dally initial pro- 
duction of 1400 barrels. The oil is 
26.9 gravity and comes from a level 
of 4974 feet. Another Huntington 
Beach producer is Hill Community 
No. 3, which is estimated to be

Three wells have added to 
the list of Union pröducers on the 
property of C. C. Chapman, 
wealthy orange grower, in the 
Richfield district.
